MOVEMENTS AMONG THE INDIANS. 


Fon some time past we have noticed several paragraphs published in relation 


to movements among the Indians in the great west of America, all of which 
indicate that they were being led by some spirit which seems to have had 


great control over them. Some of the chiefs have declared they have been 


visited by messengers from the Great Spirit, who have given them some know- 
ledge pertaining to their forefathers, also so commanded or wrought upon 


them, that quite a number have offered themselves and gone forth and been 


baptized ; they also declare that these messengers have informed them of great 
and marvelous events which are shortly to transpire. 

From these indications we can see that some of the many prophecies con- 
tained in the Book of Mormon concerning this people, the aborigines of Ame- 
rica, will ere long be fulfilled. We find recorded on page 61, par. 4, (Book of 
Mormon, ) as follows:“ Wherefore because of this covenant thou art blessed; 
for thy seed shall not be destreyed, for they shall hearken unto the words of 
the book. And there shall rise up one mighty among them, who shall do 


much good, both in word and in deed, being an instrument in the hands of 


God, with exceeding faith, to work mighty wonders, and do that which is 
great in the sight of God, unto the bringing to pass much resteration unto the 
house of Israel, and unto the seed of thy brethren.” Again, page 108, par. 
12,—*‘ And now, I would prophecy somewhat more concerning the Jews and 


- Gentiles. For after the book of which I have spoken shall come forth, and 


be written unto the Gentiles, and sealed up again unto the Lord, there shall 
be many which shall believe the words which are written ; and they shall carry 
them forth unto the remnant of oar seed. And then shall the remnant of our 
seed know concerning vs, how that we came from Jerusalem, and that they 
are descendants of the Jews, and the Gospel of Jesus Christ shall be declared 
among them ; wherefore, they shall be restored unto the knowledge of their 
fathers, and also to the knowledge of Jesus Christ, which was had among their 
fathers. And then shall they rejoice ; for they shall know that it is a blessing 


unto them from the hand of God; and their scales of darkness shall begin to 


fall from their eyes: and many generations shall not pass away among them, 


- . gave they shall be a white and delightsome people.” 


There are many other passages in that book, together with the predictions 
of the Prophet Joseph Smith, which refer directly to this people, the Laman- 
ites. These movements, together with the disposition of a goodly number who 
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have located at Grass Valley on the Sevier River, and other places, who under 
the direction of wise counsel are working and making to themselves comfort- 
able homes and tilling the soil, are at least somewhat confirmatory evidence of 
the authenticity of the Book of Mormon ; and with many other signs that are 
plain to the observing mind, indicate that the great and glorious purposes of 
the Almighty in the last days are about to be fulfilled.
